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FTII STRIKE: Day 107 


Yesterday evening, in order to reaffirm their conviction in an unconditional dialogue 
with the ministry, the students of the Film and Television Institute of India, wrote a 
letter to the ministry mentioning that once officially intimated of the modalities of an 
official dialogue, the hunger strike will be called off. We have also, as you will see in the 
letter, asked for clarity on the meeting held on 25.07.2015 in Delhi, to better understand 
the perspective of the ministry towards resolving this crisis. 


Being ready to call off the hunger strike represents a leap of faith for the students, and 
we sincerely yet urgently hope that this meeting can now be fixed as soon as is possible. 
The students have repeatedly expressed their concerns over the employment of the 
contract staff and the notice served to them which becomes enforceable by the end of 
this month. After 107 days of the strike, as well as 17 days of the hunger strike that does 
as of now still continue, we hope that the ministry responds at par with the level of 
urgency of the situation and fixes a meeting at the earliest possible time, to enable a 
speedy resolution of this crisis. 
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
